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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-23, 
25-36, 38-48 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the , 
specification none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combinations of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to 
claims 1-11, the prior art of record does not teach generating a statistical model of the 
network using the set of parameters, the statistical model mathematically predicting 
connectivity between the network regions; modifying at least one of the parameters 
within the set; simulating the network using the modified set of parameters and the 
statistical model; and presenting results of the simulation for use in managing the 
network. As to claims 12-22, the prior art of record does not teach generate a statistical 
model of network using the set of parameters, the statistical model mathematically 
predicting connectivity between the network regions; modify at least one of the 
parameters within the set; simulate the network using the modified set of parameters 
and the statistical model; and present results of the simulation for use in managing the 
network. 

As to claims 23, 25-35, the prior art of record does not teach generating a 
mathematical model of the network using the peer-to-peer information, the 
mathematical model suggesting appropriate modifications to the control message based

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on the peer-to-peer information; and modifying the control message based on the peer- 
to-peer information as suggested by the mathematical model. A s to claims 36, 38-48, 
the prior art of record does not teach generate a mathematical model of the network 
using the peer-to-peer information, the mathematical model suggesting appropriate 
modifications to the control message based on the peer-to-peer information; and modify 
the control message based on the peer-to-peer information as suggested by the 
mathematical model. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.
